THIS IS THE LAW 


Constitution 

We, the 1956 Seniors of Cape Charles High School, in order to form 
a more perfect mob, establish foolishness, insure confusion, provide 
for the public suspense, promote ourselves from this school, and secure 
the blessings of sanity to ourselves and our posterity, do ordain and 
establish this constitution for the senior class* 


ARTICLE I LEGISLATIVE DEPARTMENT 

SECTION I Laws in general

ARTICLE 0 EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT

5. He may choose (1) Vice-President (2) cabinet mem¬ 
bers (3) his own salary, which is not to be less than 
$47*53 or more than $49*78 per year*
